BAANICH ELECTION. 

According to all present upper\r»nt:o8, the 
people of Saanicli will bo more fortunate in 
some respects in their selccliun of a man to 
represent them in th« forthcoming House of 
Assembly than most of tho other electoral 
districts outside of Victoria City. And this 
simply from the fact that the present candi- 
date is a local man. This is the class ol 
men vre must always advocate when other 
things are eqanl. No ono can bo so convers- 
ant with the afluirs, tho wants and require- 
ment, of any locality as tho man who 
is a resident and| property holder therein. 
Hitherto the attainnisnt of so desirable an 
•bject as baring each electoral distriot rep- 
resented ky a member having the above ad- 
ad vantages, has been rather difficult in most 
of the localities outside of Victoria, from ths 
extremely backward Btato of the settlements. 
Things are changing, however. Men of cap- 
ital, education, and sterling worth, are bo- 
ginning to acquire property, out of town, and 
in some cases, like Mr. Street, for instance, 
to take up their rosidcuce in tho rural dis- 
tricts, and devoto their attention towards tho 
advancement of the interests of their neigh- 
borhood. And we hope, ere long, to see lo- 
cal men from Victoria to Comax ; for until 
that takes place, the country cannot be fairly 
represented. It may be said that members 
oTthe Assembly do not go into the House to 
legislate for the locality sending them, but 
lor the whole country. This is to some ex- 
tent true, but bow are the general wants to 
be known except by the combination and 
interchange of local knewlcdgo by individ- 
ual members. Parliament should bo con- 
stituted of members representing nil classes 
and all localities ; until it doea so, it must 
remain to a considerable extent incomplete. 

The absence o( compensation for loss of 
time whilst occupied in parliamentary dulies, 
is perhaps ono of the greatest obstacles at 
present existing towards sending local mem- 
bers ; and this is a point to be looked at by 
electors in rural districts even when the can- 
didates offering hail from Victoria. They 
should recollect that unloss the men they 
ohoose are of sufficient social standing in 
regard to money matters, they are not likely 
to bo very diligent in looking after their 
interests of their constituents, and will only 
oocupy a place which should be reserved for 
better qualified mon. The electors of Saau- 
ioh, however, need not, we think, be much 
disturbed on these questions during the 
present election. Mr. Street, who is wo be- 
lieve the only candidutc for the district, ap- 
pears to possess the moral, intellectual and 
social qualifications required to do justico to 
those who may ohoose him as their repre- 
sentative for the House of Assembly. Ho is 
besides all this, as we have remarked before, 
a resident, and we should judge, not likely 
to ally himself with a stand-still party in 
power. 

ESQUIMALT. 

Although Mr. Cocker is, just at present, 
absent from the Colony, that fact docs not 
seem to have exercised any untoward influ- 
ence at the nomination yesterday. His place 
has been well supplied, by the activity of 
his agents, so far as the canvas is concerned ; 
■whilst ho was, perhaps, saved the trouble of 
being subjected to an examination, by the 
electors, as ti> Lis political creed, and his past 
actions. Those who represent him will, of 
course, not have nny modesty in making liiui 
out to bo the best man. Considering the 
■iae of tho place, party-feeling seems to 
be much mcro demonstrative at Esquimalt 
than in Victoria. To judge from the show of 
kands, however, parties seem to be pretty 
evenly divided. Although Mr. Cocker ob- 
tained the nomination, it is evident that 
Col. Foster stands well in the eyes of the 
electors. The latter should reflect well be- 
foro they cast their votes, in order that they 
may not be led away by excitement, to vote 
in a manner they may afterwards regret. 
The change taking piaoo in form of |ihe 
Government of the Island, and in the compo- 
iition of the House of Assembly, makes it 
of the utmost importance that a selection of 
the best men that offer themselves should be 
made. The electors of Esquimalt havs had 
the antecedents of both of their candidates 
before them f9r some time. We would ad. 
Tise them not to bo led astray, so far'asUc^ 
allow electioneering agents, or any others, t<v 
think for them— bat to follow their own un- 
biased judgment, and we have no doubt they 
will pick out a worthy representative

It is, therefore, with heartfelt gratification that 
I have found, in canvassing Victoria District, ho 
general an approval of the course pursued by mo 
during the four sessions of the lust Parliament, as 
well by my former constituents, us by many who 
have qualified, us electors since spring, likil). 

As it customary, 1 shall now give my v ews on 
certain matters of general interest, reserving a 
further exposition until I have the pleasure of 
meeting you. 

F'irst m importnuec, I regard the preservation 
of our Free Port system, as for the present alike 
advantageous to town anil country. 

The extension of good roads Irom A'ictoria to 
points for wbirh it is naturally the sea-port ; and, 
ill the more distant settlements along the coast, 
the formation of a wagon roud from iho sea-port 
of each district into tho interior, with the estab- 
lishment of regular postal communication by 
water to and from .these ports, are ob- 
jects uf immediate interest. It must be 
satisfactory to persons who knew the Co- 
lony three years ngo to nolo the progress 
already made in some of these undertak- 
ings, and the concurrent lively impetus thereby 
given lo agricultural pursuits, especially in our 
own district. Agriculture lias also been greatly 
encouraged by the rapid growth of the city of Vic- 
1 torn, which for the last two years has afforded a 
ready and remunerative murlcet for all the farm 
products of the Colony— Indeed, demand for these 
is still in excess of supply. 

The best efforts ol tliu new House of Assembly 
should bo directed to the encouragement of enter- 
prises for turning to profit the untold wealth of our 
forests. Ashing banks, and mines, as yet to ho 
small an extent Utilized. 

It is clearly necessary that such amendment of 
the Pilotage Law should be made as will insuro 
the maintenance of suitable Pilot Duals outsidu of 
Hace Rooks at all seasons. 

It is but fair that permission should be granted 
to duly qualified Legal Practitioners Iron, all parts 
of the British Dominions to practice in the Courts 
of Justice in this Colony. 

Tho "poor Indian,'' while kept in due subor- 
dination to the law of the land, should have our 
earnest and kindly consideration in all that con- 
cerns his welfare. 

Hue attention to the all-important subject of 
Education will redound to our credit and advan- 
tage now, as it will vitally affect lli c future pros- 
perity of the Colony, when we shall hare given 
place to the youths who at present, in our schoo's, 
are being prepared for the duties and responsibili- 
ties of manhood. If returned, I shall actively 
co-operate in measures for .supplying the educa- 
tional wants uf the rising generation in the Col- 
ony. 

Gentlemen, in seeking re-election at your 
hands, 1 entertain a deep sense of the important 
obligations to be assumed by the members whom 
you may please to return. On them and their 
colleagues will devolve the weighty responsibility 
of moulding the institutions of this young and- 
prosperous Colony. Much may be learnt by them, 
as well for adoption as avoidance, from an atten- 
tive study of tho history and institutions of the 
earlier and later Colonies founded by our raeo in 
various parts of tho globe. An instructive and 
significant lesson has recently been afforded by 
legislation in two Putish Colonies, which somo 
may deem retrogressive.

The encouragement of Agricultural Settlements 
is of the utmost importance— easy scccbs thereto 
and frequent communication therewith not less 
t u. ft will, therefore, ue advisable to subsidize a 
vessel to make regular trips to the various settle- 
ments — not only for tho purpose of carrying tht 
mails, but also to convey people at a modcrato 
charge. Owing to the natural conformation of 
the Island, this will be at once the most conve- 
nient and economical to all concerned. Tho sum 
voted fur ii similar service by the l ite Assembly 
having been found inadequate, anoddi'ion thereto 
must be made. 

The establishment of Fisheries is of great mo- 
ment, and the cultivation of Fish ill our lakes, 80 
abundant and so well adapted for the purpose, 
should bo promoted. 

Flvery inducement should be li eld out to en- 
courage the erection of Saw-mills und the work- 
ing of the mines of coal nud metals ao well known 
to exist. In short, every effort must he made lo 
devclope the natural resources of the Colony, und 
to encournge the investment of capital in indus- 
trial pursuits and works of public importance. 
The establishment of a Museum containing 

specimens ol the productions of tho Islund and of 
the waters Surrounding the same, could not be 
otherwise than advantageous. 

The diffusion of Information relative to the pro- 
gress of agricultural science would be of great 
Talue tci fanners, in enabling them to compete 
with their own labor against capita], machinery 
and SL'iencs combined. The promotion of Agri- 
cultural Societies would tend greatly towards this 
end. 

The system of Government not being defined 
and trammeled by u written Constitution, must be 
a progressive development ; circumstances, con- 
ditions, necessity, convenience, example, anil 
economy, will each have a share in fashioning its 
parts. As changes aro required, so must they 
be made, always guarding, on the one hand, 
against prematura development ; and taking care 
on the other, to promote necessary advancement. 
13y such menus, as time progresses and popula- 
tion increases, there will be continually forming 
a system suitable to the period and congenial to 
the mind and genius of the people Whilst, 
therefore, the PBB8BKT is the most important, the 
F»TUUE should not be lost sight of, and the lesson 
taught by the past should "be held in remem- 
brance. 

Even now, greater intimacy between the Ex- 
ecutive ami thu Legislature is advisable, Although 
it is essential that the Legislature be made ac- 
quainted with tho views and intentions of Her 
Majesty's Representative, it is equally important 
that the latter should be aware of the opinions of 
tho former, in order that the mensurcs recom- 
mended may be agreeable therewith. It nppcars, 
therefore, at least expedient, that tho so-called 
"Representative of the Government"— who is the 
Government '/—the Representative of Her Majesty 
cannot be — should be really such ,- nnd he there- 
fore should select from among the Members of the 
Assembly a ceitain number holding opinions 
analogous to liis own. Members of the Legislative 
Council and the Law Oiliccrs should be included 
therein, und the head or Department might, far the 
purpose of affording information, be associated 
therewith, when necessary or required. The main 
function of this body should be to confer with the 
Representative of Her Majesty upon the measures 
necessary to the welfare of the country ; and, 
when produced to support und explain the same 
in the two Legislative bodies. They might bo 
termed a Privy Council, or any moro agreeable 
name. Ot" course, if the Governor and Council 
could not agree, the former could choose another 
Eeprescntativc, nnd he other members, as before. 
If the measures recommended to tho House meet 
with approbation, well and good ; but if the con- 
trary, another Cauncil must be chosen from tho 
majority, or an appeal to the country he made. 
The members of this Council should not receive 
any pay oi emolument. By such a combination, a 
Constitutional form of Government would be in- 
stituted ,- one possessing sufficient responsibility, 
and at the same time suited to present require- 
ments, with tho advantage of being free from the 
vice of being the cnuse of creating a race of politi- 
cal patriots, for the sake of the prolits to bo de- 
rived therefrom, 

The Heads of Eepnrtmenls being tho intelligent 
physical forces forfcarrying out tho behests of the 
Government, should retain their various offices. 
The occasional bringing into contact those Heads, 
and evoking the intellectual forces therefrom, could 
not be. otherwise than beneficial, for various pur- 
poses. Extra pay could scarcely be asked for the 
unusual labor. 

In a country undergoing a constantly advancing 
transition, there can neither be perfection not 
finality in legislation. Unforseen circumstances 
arise, which must either be fostered or remedied 
according to their tendency for good or evil. 

The qualification of Electors, although suited 
to the day of its birth, requires amendment. 
Representation should be contingent upon taxa- 
tion, and coincident therewith. Those only who 
contribute towards the revenue should have a 
voice iu the expenditure of that fund. 

To extend the suffrage to ns many as possible, 
taxation should be brought to hour upon us great 
a number. It would not be repugnant to such a 
scheme to allow, under certain restrictions, resi- 
dents to enjoy the privilege of being placed upon 
tho Register, on the payment of certain rates per 
head. Thoso possessing incomes from sources 
other than those already assessed, ought to con- 
tribute towards the support of the Government of 
which they receive the benefit. It need hardly be 
said, that such a system would amalgamate with 
the policy of free trade nnd direct taxation. Ily 
such means the burden would be more generally 
and more equitably distributed— a condition highly 
necessary— and greater interest excited towards 
the affairs of the Colony. 

Capital invested in production within the Colony 
should not be assessed upon the amount, but 
upon the income derived therefrom. Funds of 
charities should be exempt, but lands belonging 
to religious denominations should know no excep- 
tion, save and except so much thereof as may bo 
required for places of worship, and residence of 
the incumbent. 

Harbor Hues should not be charged upon Co- 
lonial vessels, whether engaged in domestic or 
foreign trade, hut a tax be levied upon the amount 
accruing from that, as from any other business. 
Goods in transitu to foreign ports ought to be freo 
from the charge levied by landing permits. 

ViloU should be Government officers, in rccoipt 
of a certain, not precarious salary. 

School- mistresses for the education of girlB arc 
08 important as mon for boys. Military exercise 
ought to be a part of juvenile edticiitlon. In 
many districts, it would be better for the teacher 
to visit the pupils, than vice versa. 

The most intimate connection and friendly re- 
lations ought to be cnltivated with onr sister Col 
ony, British Columbia. Although her geographi- 
cal position, local peculiarities, the requirements 
of the country, and the easy acquisition of re- 
venue, renders an opposite commercial policy and 
separate existence necessary nnd advantageous to 
each ttt a whote,jet IJritisli interest, lovulty, com- 
mercial tics, mutual benefits, and the love for our 
mother country, form a very strong bond of union. 
Separate, then, yet united, the policies apparently 
antagonistic, if looked at in this light, arc harmo- 
nious. More prosperous being separate than an 
dmalgitmaiidotie, each can look on nnd glory in 
the welfare and advancement of the other, and 
can aid and assist therein. It would he of recip- 
rocal advantage if the vessels of both Colonics 
were allowed to enter each other's poits and rivers 
free of charge, und that our coal and other pro- 
ducts be admitted duty free. 

There nrc many other subjects that might be 
touched upon, but they must bo left to our future 
meeting. 

It remains now (or me to ask tho honor of re- 
election, and I do so with the full knowledge of 
your approbation. We have lived together and 
known each other long enough, both politically 
nnd otherwise, to render the usual protestations 
nnd assertions;of honesty, and so on, unnecessary 
If you elect me foi the third time, it will be at 
once my duty and plcasuro to do the best tho fif- 
teenth part of the Assembly can, to prcmoto the 
general interest of the Colony, being quite con- 
vinced of that being the way to bring prosperity 
to our hearths, homes, and ain firesides,

ESQTJIMA.LT ELECTION. 

According to notice, W. li. N'aylor, Esq., 
Returning Officer, proceeded yesterday, ut 
11 o'clock, in Esquimau, to the election of a 
member to serve in Parliament for that tow". 
After the writ had been read, and the oath 
administered by three elector*, Mr. N'aylor 
called upon the electors to name their candi- 
dates. 

Thos. Harris, Esq., Mayor of Victoria, then 
laid he had come- there to proposo a gentle- 
man to represent the Towu of Esquimalt in 
the ensuing House of Parliament, who would 
go into tho Houso free nud untrammelled 
in any shape or form, that gentleman 
was Coi.onkl Gkohuk Foster Postkb. 
[Cheors from tho Colonel's friends.] He felt 
sure he was a man who would represent the 
Town independently. He had invested his 
property there, his wife nnd children were 
there, and those were the men they wanted 
- to represent them. Col. Foster would him- 
* self satisfy them that he had always advo- 
cated the railway, lie begged to propose the 
gallant Colonel as a fit and proper person to 
represent them in the House ol Assembly. 
[Cheers, and derisive cheers from the opposi- 
tion ] 

Mr. Williams said it gave him great plea- 
sure to second the nomination of Col. Foster. 
Fie had only a few remarks to rnako. As OCO 
of the doctors of the Towu of Esquimall, he 
felt thankful to the Colonel for allowing him- 
self to bo put in nomination. He did not 
wish to go into any details about an absent 
man. [Hear. | Mr. Cocker could claim 
no credit for tho roud. They them- 
selves had got up their freo school. 
Tho late member had not been to 
the public examination; where was he! 
He had not done one thing for Eiquimalt, 
except favoring the railway. Ha felt great, 
pleasure in seconding Colonel Fuater. 

Mr. J. P. Smith then came forward and 
was loundly cheered by Mr. Cocker's sup- 
porters. 

He said he had much pleasure in propos- 
ing Mr. William Cooker as a lit and proper 
person to represent them. He (Mr. C.) was 
not a stranger to them, he hail been tried, 
not o;iu word had fallen from the opposition 
against him. Way had thoy not said some- 
thing about what had bean done, and what 
was likely to come forward! they seemed 
chary ubout it. Thero was one important 
question, namely, the Railroad Bill. (A voice, 
ay, that's it.) Tho Colonel had advocated 
the bill until ho found it did not touch his 
property, then ho burked it. (Laughter, nnd 
cheers lrom -Mr. Cocker's friends.). He 
wanted to know why they were to ueglect 
thoir late member and to replace him by tho 
rejected member of Lake. [Laughter and 
cheers.] He [the Colonel] wua opposed to 
(beir interests, tho advancement of his proper- 
ty was the destruction of Esquimalt. What 
had he done with reaped to schools r He 
said that he would do this, that, and the other, 
when before them, He was an old settlor, 
but whut had he done 1 It *-as the etrnngers 
who had done all the good things for them. 

He would say this as one of the electors of 
•Esquimall, that they didn't want his filtering 
care. [Laughter and applause.] He was sat- 
isfied with the late member, and had much 
pleasure in proposing him as a lit and proper 
persou to represent them. — Cheers. 

Capt. Naoi.k — seconded the nomination. 
He considered Mr. Cocker one of the most 
injured men in tho country. [Cheers.] Mr. 
Harris had persuaded him (Capt. N.) to sup- 
port Mr. Cocker, telling him ho was tho 
moat fit and proper person, and now ho had 
turned completely round. What had changed 
him! Ho had perjured himself politically. 
(His Worship immediately took exception 
to this remark, and u warm altercatio.i en- 
sued.) Capt. Nagle said, politically sp taking, 
a«d ho would tell Mr. Harris why. He (Mr. 
XI.) was the mail who induced him (Capt. N.) 
to vote lor Mr. Cocker, then a stranger to 
him. and 'wliy had ho (Mr. II.) changed his 
views within the last few days ? [Cries of 
bravo, Captain ; go it, Xagle, etc., from a 
bare faced youth in shirt sleeves.] It was 
■aid that Mr. Cocker hak been tipsy, groggy. 
"Who had not been tipsy f (Loud laughter 
and cheers.) Mr. Selliok was one of tho 
moat hard working men they had over had 
up to the timo he left for England. It had 
been said that Mr. Cocker was entrusted 
with his property, and botroyed the interest 
of hia client. He (Capt. N.) considered that 
$175 a month was a very good interest for 
the properly. Mr. Cocker was n quiet, un- 
assuming man nnd would do bis beRt to rep- 
resent them. Three cheers lor Cocker were 
led off by the officious juvenile. 

The Slierilf haying asked ir there were any- 
more candidates to propose and receiving no 
reply called upon Col. Foster to address the 
electors. 

The Colonel in presenting hi.nself was 
warmly reoeivod by his supporters and 
Bueered at by the opposition, headed by the 
boy in the shirt sleeves. 

He said he had come before them to aak 
their suffrages to place him as their repre- 
sentative in the next house of Assembly. 
He would carefully abstain from personali- 
tioe, as he did not think it a dcsirablo thing 
in an old country much less in a new one, 
where they ought to endeavor to go hand in 
hand for the common welfare ; and he more- 
over fell convinced that any attempt to run 
down the cliarnclor of a voter or candidate 
was not calculated to do that good which 
might be imagined. ( Applause — •' that's fair 
so far,' 1 from the coatless youth). The speaker 
then referred to an improved system of 
taxation, ho was not prepared to lay down 
uny specific course of action, but would wait 
for tho best advice he could get and upon that 
he should act. (A voiee— " tout's right). 
Me next spoke of an alteration in postal ar- 
rangements. The promotion of immigration, 
sending agents to afford information at home, 
and lo" send out the best sort of people. 
Ttie opening of works to give employment to 
them when they came, and bringing [capital 
into tho country ; an efficient Pilot bill ; the 
maintenance of the Froo Port system ; Free 
School system, will) Free Grants to keep tho 
schools going, and to meet tho growing ne- 
cessities of the country ; saviHg of the public 
expenditure by effecting loans nt a low rate of 
iutercst at home. Public roads was a mea- 
sure ha had advocated in and out of the 
House j he bad talked the matter over with 
the Governor. Ho was one of the committee 
who wont over the Esau i mult road, ami would 
remark that tho opinions of tho Bsquirnolt 
people were studied most carefully uud sedu- 
lously. It had surprised him to hoar partieB 
talking."!' that little [dace with its fftw houses 
and its little wharf, let at $17") per month, as 
if the place were never going to incroase ; as 
if that entrepot of the commerce of the 
Sound, British Columbia, and tho whole of 
this maguificent coast, was going to bo eon- 
fined to those tew houses and tho little wharf 
s\t »H3 a month. 

He next adverted to the Railroad question. 
The bill was brought into tho House by the 
great agent of the company tho Attornoy 
General, The standing orders were duly 
passed, and tho clauses of the Land Consoli- 
dation Act struck out by the dozens because 
it did not suit tho country. He (Col. F.) was 
averse to that part of tho Consolidation Law 
which enabled the projectors at three days 
notice to scire any portion of any man's 
property. He should always bo averse to 
that, but no man in the house had been tnuro 
in favor of railways, wator works, or any 
othor means of introducing capital than he, 
aud bo would dely any man to say that ever 
ho t pposed tho passing of that bill except 
upou the principle already slated. 

He then procuaded to explain the reasons 
why it had proved a failure, and referred to 
purchases of property having been ruado upon 
.'the little rook" at 8500 an acre. His own 
and his friendo' property had been purchased 
lone before, so that nothing could bo brought 
against him on that score. He was 
Chairman of tho Committee, and put the bill 
through by clauses. To their surprise they

Ihe standing ordors of the House. They dis- 
covered also, lo their surprise, that every bar- 
rister had been engaged by the Agent, mid 
there was not ouo left to consult. Even when 
the liobt. Lowe came in, a boat want otlaud 
called out, "You have a lawyer on board, we 
engage him for the Railway Rill-" Theclause 
laying out plots and stating the precise 
part of Ihe property which they required was 
wanting, and he wished to know if he could 
support such u bill ! Other gentlemen, anx- 
ious lo forward public works in this Colony 
(ono of whom was an engineer) had acted in 
the same wuy us he had. They could not bo 
sneered at for passing a law which did not 
conform with the law of tho laud. Tho Water 
Works Bill had shared the samo fate. As to 
Responsible and Departmental Governrneut, 
ho did not think the country could stand the 
expense, nor had they the" educated class 
who could afford time for that lorra of legis- 
lation. He assured the electors that he had 
made no particular set of promises, but 
should misli their interests so that Esquimalt 
might no longer bo called "llocky Point." 

Questions wore then put to the candidate, 
and the following answers given : 

To Capt. Nagle — Commissioners were ap- 
pointed by the Government lo express ac- 
cording to their judgment the be3t lino and 
route fur the road, and to leavo it to tho pro- 
per department to carry out the suggestions. 
You havo nothing to say. Meetings were 
culled, and the Commissioners never rofused 
to receive your ideas or act upon them. 

To a Voter — No pacific point was men- 
tioned whero the reservation was made for a 
station. I do not remcinbsr whether it wus 
two and a halt or live acres. 

To Mr. Harris — I should most decidedly 
cull tho electors together and take their 
opinion befure passing any bill affecting the 
interests ol Esquimalt, 

To Mr. Culver we II— I was not asked to 
come forward for Lake District, but was 
invited to stand lor Esquimalt. 

Colonel Foster then entered into n lengthy 
explanation of tho course ha had pursued 
after being appointed to the command of tho 
Rifle Corps of Victoria ; and alluded lo his 
having been called to England under most 
trying circumstance's, but before leaving be 
had entrusted the carrying out of ono or two 
measures still before tho House to friends iu 
whom he could rely. He had done all be 
could Tor roads to Lake and Sanich Districts, 
but long trunk roads with the limited means 
at command were impossible. Fort Street 
improvements had been brought about by 
the greater influence which the city com- 
manded in tho House. 

To Mr. Wilby. He thought no voter 
should be deprived of his vote 
been a resident for a certain time, but not 
after he had parted with his property. lie 
desired to soe tho Sabbath respected, but 
was not in favor of taking too stringent 
measures while we were so young a commu- 
nity. 

tho gallant Colonel here retired, amid the 
loud cheers of Ins friends.

Troscott, from Hongkong, with date3 to 24

Japan.

'I bo latest information obtained, an- 
nounces the improbability of the demand for 
indemnity being ooneeded by the Jupauese 
Government. 

AH tho loreign residents wcru leaving for 
Shanghai. 

The consuls clerk sent his wife and family 
to that port, the consul himself was compelled 
for security to sluem on bourd one of the men- 
of-war in N'angasaki harbor. 

A ship-ofwar and gunboat had left Hong- 
kong, a few days before the Esk sailed, for 
the scene or disturbance, where there was 
already a powerful fleet. 

The general impression obtained that tho 
demand of $120,000 lor the murder of Rich- 
ardson would be disregarded by the Emperor 
of Japan, as he appeared to set the Foreign 
powers al defiance, and the object of obtain- 
ing mi extension of the time granted was sup- 
posed to be for the purpose ol strengthening 
ids means of delenee.

We regretted, however, to sea loo low an es- 
timate placed by purchasers upon some of 
tho most costly and highly finished goods. 
As works ol art, some of the Cabinets, va- 
ses, uud wares, are unequalled, and did not 
reach a quarter of their intrinsic value. The 
sale will bo resumed to day.

Williams Ciu'.kk, Cakiiioo, June 30, 1803. 
Editor British Colonist— Sir : I have 
taken this, earliest, opportunity of again send- 
ing you n fow lines : — 

Everything is proceeding steadily on Ihe 
Creek. All this week, and part of last, 
there has been great excitement in several 
claims. There were several reports current 
as to the yield of gold, but as it is my in- 
tention to tell you Ihe plain nnd simple troth : 
It is next to an iinpossibilily to glean any- 
thing in the way of a correct statement. I 
believe gold has been found in large quanti- 
ties, and all the miners nt work on this Creek, 
Antler, Lightning, and Lowhce, are doing 
tolerably well at present. I expect in anoth- 
er week or two there will be something 
grand turn up. 

There is one thing to ba said in favor of 
the paying claim owners on Williams Creek, 
and the rumors of gold ; they have forgot 
subtraction und division, and think only of 
multiplication and addition ; and where Tom 
takes out 8 ounces of gold, when Bill hears 
of it, il immediately becomes 10 ounces, and 
so on ; nothing is lost in the carriage. 

Judge Begbio has arrived on the creek, 
but has not yet begun to hold Court. 

Tho famous Orogon Ja«k succeeded a few 
evening since in divesting himnolf of bit 
Government jewelry (the irons; and made 
ofljust in time to clear before his trial. 
Thero is a good prison in course of construe- 
tion, but tho house in which he wa3 confined 
was a very poor affair. 

Several persons have left here fjr other 
creeks, during tho week, and several moo 
have left for Victoria. Thero are a groat 
many persons iu absolute distress here — 
most of whom can hardly get one meal per 
diem. Packing is now done with the poor 
bipeds, as trains are arriving every day. It 
is next to an impossibility to get work in 
any of tho claims; the only chance a poor 
man has, is to go prospecting and look out 
for a claim himself— but provisions hare been 
so high, all their money is spent. Somo 
would gladly return to Victoria if they could 
even collect $20— aud I must confess, from 
experience, it is a small slake 'for so long a 
journey. 

Provisions nre on the decline, and before 
long we hope to hear of things moro reason, 
able, 

Tho Rev. Mr. Brown, from Lillooet, ar- 
rived here last Saturday, and preached his 
first sermon on Sunday — first in the Upper 
Town, and in tho Lower Towu in the eve- 
ning. The congregation were orderly, and 
attended pretty regular, considering il was 
the first Suoday. 

Richfield has greatly improved iu appaar- 
ance since I arrived, and houses uro fast go- 
ing up in all parts, and stores oponiug— it 
wears quite a business air. 

In my next letter I will give you a length- 
ened description of the Upper and Lower 
Town, and all I can glean in the interim. 

Br. Wnbnss departed this life at 2 o'clock 
this morning. I was not acquainted with 
ihe gentleman, and never heard his name 
before. 

The minors are all enjoying good health 
generally. *#* 

Gsnmrai, Georoe Meade. — The new com" 
inaiider of the Army ol the Potomac, though 
not so widely known ns a numbor of other 
Generals in our service, is a veteran soldier 
whose merits have been freely acknowledged 
wherever he has fought. Georgo Meado was 
born in Spain, of American parents, and ap- 
pointed a cadet at West Point, from tho Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Graduating in July, 1835, 
he received a commission as Brevet Second 
Lieutenant in the Third Artillery. In Oct. 
of tha succeeding year he resigned, On the 
19th of May, 1312, he ngain entered the ser 
vico as Second Lisutcnatit in tho corps of 
Topographical Engineers. Ho portioipated 
in the battles of Palo Alto and Monterey 
during the Mexican war, and was promoted 
for gallant conduct. Wo next hear of tbia 
officer as a Brigadier General, after the battle 
of Bull Run, commanding a brigado in the 
lamous "Pennsylvania Reserve Corps;" nnd 
from Hint date ho has been idontificd with tho 
Army of tho Potomac, behaving with oon 
spiciouH bravery in every battle from the 
commencement of tho seven days' strugglo 
before Richmond to the great battle of Chun 
cellorville. Meade succeeded Reynolds as 
commander of tho Pennsylvania Reserves, 
and was subsequently selected by Hooker to 
command tho Fifth Corps. During Burn- 
sides attack on Fredericksburg, this Goneral 
led the advance of Franklin's grand division 
on the left, and, though not properly sup 
ported, achieved Ihe only success that was 
obtained on that disastrous day. The cor- 
respondents of the press have occasionally 
spoKen a good word for General fcfeade, and 
the rcnoitc of his superior officers havo fre- 
quently commended his valor und resolute 
performance of duty ; but ns a quiot, modest 
undemonstrative man, he has novor forced 
himself into print, and has kept olenr o? 
cliqueism. Whether ha has the ability to 
handle so largo a body of men as the Army 
of tho Potomac, or the personal magnetism to 
inspire the troops with confidence, romnins 
io bo determined. From Williamsburg to the 
Wilderness, Hooker has been the chief fight- 
ing leader of the Army of the Potomac, and 
we are afraid his loss will be felt, unless 
Meude shall dovolop unoxpectod geuius ns a 
commander. — Sacramento Union.
